The  first  complete  sewing  machine  was  patented  by  Elias  Howe, 
Jr.,  in'  1846. 

The  first  steam  engine  on  this  continent  was  brought  from 
England  in  1753. 

The  first  knives  were  used  in  England  and  the  first  wheeled  car¬ 
riages  in  France  in  1559.

FIRST  CLASS. — Letters  go  to  any  part  of  the  United  States  for 
two  cents  per  ounce,  or  fraction  thereof,  if  prepaid. 

Unpaid  letters  are  sent  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office,  at  Washington. 

SECOND  CLASS. — For  publishers  and  news  dealers  only. 
Books,  pamphlets,  unsealed  circulars,  and  all  printed  matter,  one 
cent  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

THIRD  CLASS.— Transient  newspapers,  one  cent  ffor  each 
four  ounces,  or  fraction  thereof. 

FOURTH  CLASS.— Merchandise,  types,  cuttings,  roots,  seeds, 
metals,  ores,  and  minerals,  and  all  mailable  matter  not  in  first, 
second,  or  third  class,  one  cent  for  each  ounce,  or  fraction  thereof. 

CHARGES  FOR  MONEY  ORDERS.— Money  Orders  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  only  at  designated  Money  Order  Offices.  Money  can  be 
sent  to  any  part  of  the  country  with  absolute  safety,  by  obtaining 
a  Money  Order,  for  which  the  fees  are:  On  orders  not  exceeding 
$10,  8  cts. ;  over  $10,  and  not  exceeding  $15, 10  cts.;  over  $15,  and 
TroT'ivxceeding  $30, 15  cts.;  over  $30,  and  not  exceeding  $40,  20  cts.; 
over  $40,  and  not  exceeding  $50,  25  cts.;  over  $50,  and  not  excee 
ing  $60,  30  cts.;  over  $60,  and  not  exceeding  $70,  35  cts.;  over  $70, 
and  not  exceeding  $80,  40  cts.;  over  $80,  and  not  exceeding  $100, 
45  cts.  A  single  Money  Order  may  include  any  amount  from  one 
cent  to  one  hundred  dollars  inclusive,  but  must  not  contain  a  frac* 
tional  part  of  a  cent. 

CHARGES  FOR  POSTAL  NOTES.— The  fee  for  Postal  Notes  is 
three  cents.  They  are  issued  in  sums  for  less  than  Five  Dollars 
only.  Payable  at  the  office  drawn,  also  at  office  of  issue,  within 
three  months.  If  lost  or  destroyed  no  duplicate  can  be  issued. 

POST  ITEMS. — It  costs  10  cents  extra,  besides  the  regular  post¬ 
age,  to  register  a  letter.  Letters  may  be  registered  at  any  Post- 
office.
